Chinese Land: 
In Formosa 


(UP)—Delayed dispatch released 
today by the U. S. Navy said the 
first Chinese occupation troops 
landed on Formosa Oct. 17 and 
moved ashore in force the follow- 
ing day. The Chinese were trans- 
ported to Formosa by U. S. Sev- 
enth Fleet vessels. | 

The occupation troops were 
\drawn from the Chinese 70th Na- 
tional Army commanded by Lt. 
Gen Cheng Kun-tai. The initial 
landing point was Kiirun at the 
| nerthern tip of the island. 

The dispatch said there were no 
disturbances and the Formosan 
population wWas “co-operative’— 
more curious than elated. 

U. S. carrier planes made a show 
of force over the island during the 
landing. The troops went ashore 
from a nine-ship amphibious force 
commanded by Capt. John B. 
Griggs Jr. 

Thousands of natives lined the 
docks of Kiirun to watch the 
landing.

LONDON, Wednesday, Oct. 24—(UP)—Labor Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Hugh Dalton, in an interim budget, 
has slashed the standard British income tax rate by 10 per 
cent, raised personal exemptions to the prewar level, cut 
the excess profits tax from 100 per cent to 60 per cent and 
abolished sales taxes on a number of household appliances,

the lowest income groups are re- 
moved from tax rolls by the in- 
creased exemption. 

Dalton said yesterday that the 
government would maintain sub- 
sidies to hold the cost of living at 
the present level of about 31 per 
cent above prewar. 

9 BILLION DEFICIT 


Estimating revenue for the fis- 
cal year starting next April 1 at 
$13,000,000,000 against expendi- 
tures of $22,000,000,000, Dalton 
divulged that the labor govern- 
ment hopes to attain a surplus 
budget by 1949 or 1950 and a bal- 
anced budget before that. 


Budget figures are converted 
from pounds sterling at the rate 
of $4 to the pound. 


Looking forward to normal 
times, Dalton has cancelled the 
legal minimum prices on the stock 
exchange of gilt-edged securities. 
This minimum was set at the start 
of the war to prevent possible 
panic selling. 

The decreased income tax is ef- 
fective next April 1, at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year which 
the budget covers. Increased ex- 
emptions go into effect at the 
same time. The reduction of the 
excess profits tax, however, is ef- 
fective Jan. 1. 

SLASH PROFITS LEVY 


The standard rate of income tax 
is now $2 on each $4. This will 
be reduced by 20 cents. The ac- 
tual rate now is about $1.30 for 
each $4 on the first $660 of in- 
come and $2 on each $4 _ there- 
after. Now taxes will be cut in

To Shove Jap 
Police Aside 


TOKYO, Wednesday, Oct. 23.— 
(UP)—Gen, MacArthur is prepar- 
ing to release his Army intelli- 
gence crews from restrictions 
which denied them the right of 


search and seizure and forced them 
to gather vital counterintelligence 
information through the Japanese 
police. 

The forthcoming directive fol- 

lows complaints from MacArthur’s 
intelligence crews that their work 
was at @ standstill because they 
lacked power to search without 
the assistance of Japanese police 
or seize material without first 
making a formal request through 
Japanese authorities. 
- Although the intelligence agents 
feel the new directive will. be a 
big step forward, they understand 
it still will not permit them to 
seize necessary material on Army 
authority alone. 

“It'll be a big help, anyway,” 
said a high headquarters official 
who has been worried about get- 
ting behind-the-scenes Japanese 
secrets. 

“At least, when we get the pow- 
er to search we can put a guard 
on the items we need and keep 
the guard there until the Japs 
grant permission to seize them,” 
he said.

TOKYO, Oct. 23.—(4)—The house of Mitsubishi has decided toe 
abandon holding company contro! of its industrial satellites but key 
executives of the great monopoly intend to retain their positions at 
least until they are subjected to additional American pressure. 

Liquidation of the holding com- 
pany stock will not mean a break- 
up of the multibillion yen indus- 
trial empire, one of the most 
famous of the Zaibatsu (family 
monopoly group) which has con- 
trolled Japanese economy. Offi- | 
cials expect that the principal. sub- 
sidiaries will remain under the 
Mitsubishi tradition for at least a | 
generation. |

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Arnall Cites 


To Critics 

Gov. Arnall believes the action 
of the United States supreme 
court, which several months ago 
_agreed to take original jurisdic- 
tion in Georgia’s freight rate suit 
against,a number of the nation’s 
railroads, is ample rebuttal to 
those who label his criticism of 
the Bulwinkle bill as “utter non- 
sense.” 

This bill, 
national congress, 
Rep, Bulwinkle, of North Caro- 
lina, would exempt railroads from 
provisions of the federal anti- 
trust laws under which Georgia’s 
suit was brought. Gov. Arnall 
repeatedly has denounced the leg- 
islation 

In an open letter yesterday to. 
Atlanta newspapers, J. G. Kerr, 
chairman of the Southern Freight 
Association, lashed out at the Gov- 
ernor’s opposition to the Bulwin- 
kle bill and labeled: the Gover- 
nor’s remarks against it as “utter 
nonsense.” 


ARNALL REPLIES 


Replying directly to the charge, 
Gov. Arnall said: 

“The supreme court of the 
United States did not think I was 
talking nonsense when they took 
jurisdiction of the railroad con- 
spiracy. 

“If. congress will leave the laws | 
of the land alone as they relate to. 
conspiracy, Mr. Kerr, along with 
other railroad officials, will be 
brought to the bars of justice at 
the proper time, unless they cease 
and desist from the law violations 
now practiced by them in the mat- 
ter of conspiring to make freight 
rates disadvantageous to the 
| south.” 

Kerr, scoring the Governor’s de- 
nunciation of the Bullwinkle bill, 
said Arnall “himself was in Wash- 
ington ‘politicking’ all of the first 
week of the hearings” on the bill, 
“but he made no effort to testify” 
in opposition to it. 

ARNALL ANSWERS CHARGE 

Answering the charge, Arnall 
said at the time he was in Wash- 
ington, the subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce was hear- 
ing testimony on the bill only 
from the railroads. 

In a statement Monday, the gov- 
ernor said the subcommittee sub- 
sequently in effect denied him a 
chance ‘to appear before it in pro- 
test to the measure. He: said the 
group wired him Oct. 18 setting 
the date for his protest appear- 
ance Oct. 22 and that this notice 
allowed him insufficient time to 
arrange his business for a trip to 
the nation’s capital. 

Meanwhile, the state’s chief ex- 
ecutive continued to receive 
pledges of opposition to passage 
of the bill from congressmen in 
Washington. He pointed to-a let- 
ter he received late yesterday 
from Rep. Jerry Voorhees, of Cali- 
fornia, who said:

“How to Revise the American System of Education to Meet the 


Challenge of the Atomic Bomb?”—

E. Wilson, of the Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, has 
brought to Atlanta for the first time. 


Dr. Wilson, educational consult- 


ant for the Department of State 
during the recent United Nations. 


Conference at San _ Francisco, 
spoke at a luncheon meeting at 


the 
Nationa! Conference of Chrisitians | 
and Jews at the Ansley hotel. His 
subject was “Education for De- 
mocracy.’ 

“The atomic bomb has brought | 
us to the crossroads of a new era, 
said Dr. Wilson. “This new era 
will be as disastrous to the old 
era as gunpowder was to the mid- 
die ages, or as the Macedonian 
phalanx was to the Persian meth- 
od of warfare. 

“We are at the crossroads and | 
we have the option of two high- 
ways—(1) a continual world of 
fear, a world of growing fear, and 
(2) a world of friendliness, a road 
whose world does not exist 
through ‘force. Without under- 
standing atjd good will, we can- 
not have peace—we will have 
fear. Thus, we stand now at the 
crossroads of human civilization.’ 
NEED RADICAL CHANGES 

In order to adapt ourselves to | 
a world of friendliness, Dr. Wil- 
gon said that radical changes in 
our system of education are nec- 
essary. In suggesting a new Sys- 
tem, he listed four such changes: 

(1) The necessity of shifting the 
emphasis on education from indi- | 
vidual rights to group welfare— 
that is, on the problems of how 
society works; 

(2) More emphasis on methods 
of how to prevent misunderstand- 
ing, an emphasis, which, in Dr. 
Wilson’s opinion, will mean a 
greatly increased attention to eco- 
nomic “functions” so as to in- 
crease the economic literacy of 
the American people; 

(3) Emphasis on the fact that 
domestic affairs are now no long- 
er separate from foreign affairs 
and that all domestic problems 
have their necessary foreign rela- 
tionships; and 

(4) A realization that education 
alone is not enough, but that there 
must be an increase in good will 
and human understanding, the 


problem of making each individual 
in the.

CHANGED ATTITUDES 

In discussing the changed atti- 
tudes made necessary by the atom- 
ic bomb, Dr. Wilson said that “this | 
bomb shifts the whole balance in 
the entire world.”

Truman Calls for Military Training 


Yesterday President Truman made a 
characteristically sound plea for peace- 
time military training. 


Expounding the irrefutable thesis that 
never again will we have time -to pre- 
pare—after the first attack—to defend our- 
selves from a foe, the President laid down 
@ proposed program of universal training 
which should prove acceptable to all save 
professional pacifists. 


He recommended a year’s training for 
all physically able young men between the 
ages: of 18 and 20, the inductees to be 
called on the same basis as at present by 
selective service. They would be inducted 
either upon their 18th birthday or gradua- 
tion from high school. During their train- 
ing period, they would receive various 
types of instruction to improve their edu- 
cational status and develop skills which 
would be useful to them in civilian life, 


It is significant that the President has 
not changed his mind concerning the ad- 
visability of such a training program, since 


the advent of the atomic bomb. There has 
been too much wishful thinking to the 
effect that this newest weapon rendered 
large reserve forces unnecessary. 


“The atomic bomb is of little value 
without an adequate army, air and naval 
force,” declared Mr. Truman. “The atomic 
bomb would be useless unless we had de- 
veloped a strong army, navy and air force 
with which to beat off the attacks of our 
foe and then fight our way to points 
within striking distance of the heart of 
the enemy.” 


There will be well-nigh universal 
agreement with the Truman plea urging 
that the necessary legislation be enacted 
immediately—“while the danger is still 
fresh in our minds”—and while the ma- 
chinery for drafting and training the 
nation's young men is still in active opera- 
tion. 


Peacetime military training is the only 
effective insurance against disaster. Let 
us avail ourselves of it without further 
delay.

The Necessity for 
Hands Across the Sea 


A fact which even the most rabid Irish Re- 


publican should realize is that this country has 


got a tremendous stake in Britain as a going affair. 

It doesn’t matter whether we like England or not, we have got 
to assist England. Not just now, but through the immediate years 
ahead. “England doesn’t want us to be Santa Claus, to be philan- 
thropists—they want us prosperous and able to trade. 

We have got to help them because without Britain as a going 
concern this country would be badly off. A fellow named Geerge 
Soule has written a book about it (“America’s Stake in Britain's 
Future’). It will be well read, but not where it needs to be read— 
by the general public which makes public opinion and by congress 
which reacts to that opinion. I want to discuss it a bit. 

I do not even ask that any hater of Britain cease his or her 
hatred. Hate right on. I do not even put it on the basis of a 
common blood or clasped hands across the seas or a common 
language. In his book Mr. Soule discounts all the oratory and 
a down to cases. Our own self-interest demands we assist 

ritain. 

Before the war British farmers produced about 40 per cent of 
the food eaten in »stheir country. Many of her absolutely indis- 
pensable raw materials were obtained from other countries. 

For Britain to be self-sufficient would require half the popu- 
lation to be emigrated. This cannot be done. The population of 
Britain can live only if she has ample exports to pay for her 
imports. 

There are many “invisible” exports, such as shipping, insurance, 
banking, dividends and interest on past investments made in other 
countries, On this basis Britain was a going concern. 


The War Then came the war. The war had this disastrous 
effect. With exports closed off to the merest sort 
of trickle, Britain had to deplete her finances to pay for imports, 
We had, for a long time, our ‘“‘cash and carry” law. Britain had 
to sell foreign investments to buy. Before lend-lease came along 
Britain had disposed of about $5,000,000,000 in foreign investments, 
In addition, Britain bought large quantities of goods in India, 
Argeniina, Egypt and the dominions. To do this she had to de- 
posit sterling to their accounts in London. 

One of the fantastic facts which impedes American understand- 
ing of British problems is the fact, uncomfortable especially to a 
newspaper editor, that perhaps 65 per cent or more of the American 
people actually believe that the British King and parliament actu- 
ally rule the dominions. 

The fact is they are as independent of Britain as the United States; 
that they pay no taxes to England; that they contribute not a cent 
to the British army or navy; that they ‘could have refused :to join 
the war at all; that they could have remained neutral or joined 
with Germany or Japan had they chose—all this is something not 
at all realized by the mass of American people. They persist in 
thinking of the British Empire as a tightly-heid unit. It isn't. 
The dominions can tell England where to get off. Im fact, they 
frequently do, 

That sterling on deposit means she will have to export and get 
nothing in return to pay those debts; she will have to export to 
get enough more to pay for the needs of her daily life; and, in 
addition, she faces the task of rebuilding a destroyed urban life. 


Go Under Two tors could destroy England. This the Labor 

government knows full w If the world has no 
surplus of food and essential materials and ‘wannot ship it, then 
society in England will disintegrate. If it has that surplus and, 
because of isolationism, will not ship it and take in exchange 
on goods and services, then Britain will sink to an obscure 
evel, 

Well, if you hate England you may rub your hands like Uriah 
Heep and say, “So what?” 

Just this—there is a real basis not economic. There almost 
always is, although the economists will not admit it. 

If Russia had been overwhelmed by Germany, Japan and Ger- 
many would have been brought to our shores. To prevent that, 
capitalistic America helped Socialist Russia. Yet our economic 
dependence on Russia is infinitesimal. 

Had England gone under, our immediate economic life would 
have suffered hardly a ripple. But our future, with a hostile 
Europe;.with the atomic bomb on the horizon; with the neéd to 
maintain great navies, armies and air forces; with the need to 
build cities underground—would have been a grim future toward 
which to look. 

It would do us all good, in our justified pride, to practice a little 
humility—to realize we are, with our 135,000,000 persons, a tiny 
minority in a world with 20 times that many persons, few of whom 
have any aptitude for democracy. 

We need England in Gignity as a going concern in the future. 
No amount of stupidity can erase that fact. 

We need her in a very real sense and that is a fact which ought 
to be made plain to every American.

Throughout History — 
Life Has Been Cheap 


Indictment of the German war criminals 
reveals some of the most shocking statistics con- 
cerning the brutality of man to man and the 

mass slaughter of helpless humans. Racial minorities, hapless 
slaves of conquered peoples, were butchered with no more compunc- 
tion, apparently, than would ordinarily be felt over the elimination 
of a plague of undesirable insects. 

It is doubtful if ever in history so many innocent victims have 
been so ruthlessly slain in so short a time as the record shows 
against the Nazis. 

It requires, however, but cursory knowledge of world history 
to know that there has never been a century, there is no portion 
of the world, where wholesale disregard of human life value has 
not been experienced. From the days of Khubla Khan to the days 
of Hitler, the story of mankind is a story of blood. 


: I have recently been reading some portions 
Dark Continent of the history of Africa, that area which 


equals in size the whole of Europe, the United States, India and 
China put together, and which has for generations been known 
as “The Dark Continent.’”’ Human life was held so cheaply there, 
large areas were depopulated, 

The story of Africa is, in large degree, the story of the slave 
trade and the long fight to abolish it. 

The earliest known record of an organized trade in Africax 
slaves comes down to us from the time of Egypt’s period of great- 
riess among the then known nations, Traders from ancient Egypt 
brought a stream of human beings out of the African intgrior by 
way of the Nile and across the Sahara, to be sold in their rkets 
for human flesh. 

Then. came the Arab traders from the Persian Gulf who estab- 
lished trading settlements for receiving and shipping their wares. 
Even these slaves who survived the dread journey from the interior 
to the coast died, in large numbers, on the small sailing vessels into 
which they ‘were packed with scarcely space to breathe, for the voy- 


age across th.: Indian Ocean. 

In ancient days, the flow of African slaves was 
Then the West chiefly to the east. In the early sixteenth cen- 
tury, however, the peoples of Europe had discovered this source of 
cheap slave labor and the flow had shifted westward, It was then 
the Portuguese started to ship African slaves across the Atlantic 
to the New World. The demand from American and West Indian 
plantations seemed inexhaustible. 

David Livingstone, the greatest man in the whole story of Afri- 
can exploration and discovery, dedicated his life, for 20 years, to 
the liberation of East Africans from the slave trade. 

He explored right to the heart of the trade, in the lake regions 
of North Central Africa. Near Lake Nyasa, Livingstone saw thou- 
sands of starving and homeless people fleeing in terror before the 
tribes on the warpath, who pursued them to sell as slaves to the 
Arabs. At that time 19,000 slaves from Nyasaland alone were being 
exported annually through the port of Zanzibar, and Livingstone 
calculated that for each slave thus exported, 10 died on the 1,000- 
mile march from the interior to the coast. 

The story of how, gradually, international traffic in these pitiful 
human creatures was halted is too familiar for repetition here. 

But export of these human cattle was only one phase of the 
slavery horror in Africa. At least as dark is the story of interior 


slavery, practiced by one tribe against another. 
Many of the stronger tribes were constantly 


Constant War at war, preying on their weaker neighbors, In 
fact, almost everywhere in Africa a state of intertribal war was 
considered normal. 

Tribe was constantly raiding tribe and captured prisoners were 
either sold to visiting Arab traders or kept as domestic slaves by 
the victors. Women and children were bought and sold like cattle. 
The deatr rate was so terrific large areas of the country were prac- 
tically depopulated. 

One of the most interesting angles to the final victory over 
slavery in Africa, however, is the unemotional, factual weapon 
which succeeded when everything else had failed. That was com- 
mercial profit! 

The slave trade had boomed because it was profitable. The local 
chieftains .were, at last, induced to abandon it when other trade 
with the outside world provided a source of livelihood more prof- 
itable, even, than the slave trade.

LANCASTER, Pa., Oct. 23.—(#) 
The tragic failure of a mother’s 
“pnowwow” to save her baby’s 
life brought charges of involun- 
tary manslaughter today against 
Mrs. Anna Fackler and her hus- 
band, Daniel, a Mount Joy la- 
borer, 

Dr. A. V. Walker, county cor- 
oner, testified the 10-month-old 
baby, Jane Louise, weighed only 
nine pounds when she died Sept. 
25 of malnutrition and improper 
care. 


Mrs. Fackler, at a preliminary 
hearing, testified she relied on 
“nowwow” when the baby failed 
to gain weight. “Powwow” a 
form of so-called “faith healing,” 
is defined by Webster’s dictionary 
as “to practice healing by magic 
or incantation.” 

Mrs. Fackler was released on 
her own recognizance, pending 
the December term of criminal 
court, so that she might care for 
her eight remaining children liv- 
ing on the second floor of an 
abandoned stable. 


Grand Jury 
Cites Need 
Of Bond Study 


All bond needs of the metro- 
politan area for the next five-to- 
10-year period should be -brought 
to the attention of the public and 
a recent metropolitan road plan, 
made by the state highway depart- 
ment, should be studied by At 
lanta, Fulton and DeKalb counties 
before the program is approved, 
the Fulton county grand jury said 
in a special presentment yester- 
day. 

The citizens bond committee has 
recommended a 10-year program, 
involving expenditures of approxi- 
mately $70,000,000, 
the road plan and plans for other 
public improvements, the present- 
ment said. 

All details of the plans should 
be given “careful study by .the 
planning boards of the city of At- 
lanta, and Fulton and DeKalb 
counties,” the jury said, and re- 
ports from the three boards should 
be made as soon as possible. 

The jury also asked that public 
hearings to acquaint. the ~ public 
with the plans should be arranged. 
The three governments were re- 
quested by the jury to withold | 
approval of the plans until the 
jury’s recommendation are car- 
ried out.

Coppedge and Cain, who were 
accused of robbing L. T. Johnson 
of $783 on Jan. 9 at the barber 
shop, 129 Pryor street, were both 
found guilty of the charge and 
sentenced to 20 years’ imprison- 
ment. Coppedge was granted a 
new trial Aug. 14 by Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore, and Cain was grant- 
ed a new trial’ June 25 by Judge 
A. L. Etheridge. 

Coppedge, who now is serving a 
20-year burglary sentence, plead- 
ed guilty to a charge ‘of burglar- 
izing the B. F. Goodrich Company, 


,and was sentenced by Judge Hen- 


drix-to serve 12 months, follow- 
ing the sentence he now is serving. 

Cain, who is serving a 12-month 
sentence now on a traffic viola- 
tion, was found guilty by a jury 
on the Goodrich burglary charge 
and was sentenced to serve from 
one to 20 years. The jury recom- 
mended the sentence be treated as 
a misdemeanor.

The tests have been developed 
over a period of 10 years and were 
administered here under the su- 
pervision of Amos. E. Neyhart. 
Neyhart is the administrative head 
of the Institute of Public Safety at 
Penns¥lvania State College and is 
consultant on road training for the 
American Automobile Association 


in Washington, D. C. 
THE PURP 
“The purpose Of these tests,” he 


explained, “is not to keep faulty 
drivers off the road, but to ac- 
quaint each driver with his own 
limitations and suggest appropri- 
ate remedies or methods of com- 
pensation. Actual scientific testing 
equipment is used to test each in- 
dividual.” He continued: 


“It is our hope and belief that 
eventually every state will require 
a battery of tests before licensing 
a driver. You know, at the pres- 
ent, there are two states in which 
legally you can receive a blind 
pension and obtain a driver’s li- 
cense.”’ 

In the last few years, Neyhart 
said, some states and cities have 
made remarkable records in re- 
ducing accidents. These records 
did not just happen but were the 
result of a planned program, he 
pointed out. 

The course at Georgia Tech, 
which began Monday and will con- 
tinue through Friday, teaches mo- 
tor vehicle fleet supervisors how 
to face problems of selecting, 
training, and maintaining their 
fleet. personnel. Besides Neyhart, 
instructors are William N: Cox, 
head of the department of safety 
engineering at Georgia Tech; Rob- 
ert L. Allen, of the mechanical en- 
gineering department, and Lt. Col. 
Leslie F. Zsuffa, public relations 
officer at Tech. 


| PHYSICAL QUALIFICATIONS

What physical 
should a -motor vehicle driver 
have? This question was answer- 
ed by 11 tests given each of the 
motor fleet supervisors yesterday 
morning. 

Qualifications tested were: clear- 
ness of vision, field of vision, night 
vision, color vision, depth precep- 
tion, eye dominance, hearing, ac- 
tivity, steadiness, strength and re- 
action time. 

Each test was offered with an 
explanation of its purpose and sug- 
gestions in. case the one tested 
made alow score. 

For example, the driver is told 
that the steadiness test emphasizes 
the necessity for keeping physical- 
ly “up to par” at all times. The 
device used to .measure degree of 
steadiness involves moving a sty- 
lus downward between two metal 
strips which are relatively far 
apart at the top and close togeth- 
er at the bottom. When the stylus 
touches either side, a light flashes, 
and graduations along the side of 
the metal strips indicates the 


score. 
POOR NERVE CONTROL 

A ‘low score in the steadiness 
test indicates roor nerve control 
and hence the recommended rem- 
edy is rest and avoidance of physi- 


cal abuse. Likewise, if the driver | 
gets a low score in the strength’ 


test, he is told to “take it easy” 
and limit his hours at the wheel 
so as not to become fatigued.

program. 

Servicemen who get a _ dis- 
charge to enter one of the service 
academies don’t rate mustering- 
out pay, but theré shouldn’t be a 
gripe in a group of those lucky 
enough to get appointed to West 
Point or Annapolis. 

Officers who stay on the active | 
list for more than’three years aft- | 
er the official end of the war lose 
their rights to mustering-out pay. | 

And, finally, a small group of |
